The State Department should also reflect 
on their wIiong assessments of the Iranian situation im 
the past decades and their_ errors in their dealings 
with theShah s regime， 

The oil-rich Middqle East could cripple the entire 
world 让 their energy supply is shut offt through wxir 
and instabijlity，Any new crisis would add to an 
already dangerous situation，Cooler heads should 
search the world for other sources of energy for the 
next decade. 

And the Japanese seem to have found 让 : China， 
With vast regions of still unexploredq and untapped 
sources of natural gas, oil and other minerals China， 
sans_ political upbheavals，couldq turn into another 
Midqle East to help ease the world s energy crIisis im 
the coming decades， 

Withoutadvancedtechnology, it would be difficult 
for China to develop her mines and oil fields. China 
has reached out for help. The initial agreements with 
Western firms are jlimited -and cautious， but 
nevertheless, they represenit gigantic departtres 位 om 
the Previous Policies. 

Internally, China will test her laws next year. With 
the law and low-level elections，Chinese leaders hope 
to return order and unity to the country. IThe next 
decade , therefore, will be a crucial one. If this poliey 
succeeds， it will benefit the Chinese people，and 
through the exporting of China's natural resources， 
the world.

Agnes Chan Speaks on 


Needs of the Elderly

SAN FRANCISCO 一 LI is 
estimated that 60,000 of SFs 
145.000 senior citizens Subsist at or 
below the level of poverty，said 
Agpnes Chan，a_ member of the 
citys Commission on Aging， 
“Nothing else but a Social security 
check supplies the income for 
some of these elderly，while others 
survive onm very_ little more than 
social security,” she said 

Chan told East/West that the 
single most important thing that 
we can do is to make sure that the 
elderly who cant afford it are able 
to eat at least a nutritious meal a 
dav.”In the Chinatown area，300 
senior citizens eat nutritional 
lunches at various centers，The 
major location is at Self-Help for 
the Elderlv， on the lower floor of 
Cogswell College Buildqing at Pine 
and Stockton Streets， 

RETIREMENT 

Chan，a former instructor of 
Francisco Jr High， was ap- 
proached by Supervisor John 
Molinari shortly after her retire- 
ment to serve on the commission . 
She was appointed by the late 
Mayor George Moscone to the 
commission, “One doesnt think 
deeply about the needs of senior 


citizens until thev_ retire and see 


those approaching,” she 
said. 

The commission is composed of 
13 members，Two are directly 
appointed by the Mayor, the other 
11 represent the echoices of the 
city's 11 Supervisors，Chan repre- 
sents District 3 which includes 
Chinatown and North Beach. ; 

The commission receives both 
fedqeral and city revenues to 
impblement its program，said the 
commissioner, Under Titles 3 and 
7of the Oldqer American Act，9Samn 
Francisco is， entitled to federal 
subsidies to deliver improved 
Services of nutrition，ftranspOrta: 
tion，recreation，health，in-home 
services，and emergency housing 
for the' city's elderly. In addition， 
the citys Darking tax contributes 
one-third of its revenues to the 
outreach agencies which serve the 
elderly. The commission acts as a
